PROBABLY EXAGGERATED. 


Reports of Explosion at Santa Rosa 
M inin g Cam p in Mexico. 
Douglas, Ariz., Feb. 13.— Reports of 
the explosion at the Santa Rosa m in­ 
ing camp, eighteen miles south of here 
in Sonora, probably have been exag­ 
gerated.

PLAN OF THE DEFENSE. 


To Shift Blame in Graft Cates Onto 
Architect. 
Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 13.—That the 
blame for th* alleged abuses in the 
contracts for the furnishings of tho 
new capitol will be shifted from Con­ 
tractor Sanderson and the three for­ 
mer state officers now on trial in the 
Dauphin county court for conspiracy, 
to Architect Huston is apparent from 
the opening arguments of counsel for 
the defense to the jury. 
Following the refusal of Judge Kun- 
kel to make an order to give binding 
instructions to the jury to acquit all 
of the four defendants, the lawyers 
for the defense began their opening 
argumenta. 
Arguments were made by Mr. Roth- 
ermel for Contractor Sanderson and 
by Mr. Gilbert for Former Anditor 
General Snyder. They contended that 
as agent of the board of grounds and 
buildings the defendants relied on 
Huston as to the correctness of the 
bills of th# contractors and that it was 
his duty to certify to the quality and 
quantity of all the furnishings before I 
the bills were paid. 
Former Governor Pennypacker, who 
was president of the board at the 
time of the award of the Sanderson 
contract and during the furnishing of 
the capitol, will be one of the most 
important witnesses for the defense. 
Snyder and Mathues will also testify 
in their own behalf and it is probable 
the other two defendants will be 
called to the witness stand. 
Huston is still here under subpoena 
by the defense, but it is doubtful if he 
will be called as a witness.

years were in court for the first time 
In ten days, but took no part in the 
proceedings. 


HALF A m PERISH 


Explosion Occurs in Factory 
at Providence, R. I. 


THREE PERSONS ARE HURT 


Building Badly Wracked by the Explo­ 


sion and the W ork of Destruction 


Is Completed by the Fire That Fol­ 


lowed It. 


; Providence, R. I., Feb. 13.—Six per­ 
sons are believed to have been killed 
by the explosion of a mixer in the 
■tarch factory of C. S. Tanner. Three 
other persons wrere injured. 
Their 
condition is not regarded as serious. 
The building was badly wrecked by 
the explosion and fire following com­ 
pleted tile work of destruction. The 
dead are: 
Richard Gomes, John Dautt, Jack 
Bantos, T o n y 
and M ike 
. 
All these were workmen. 
Another 
man, A. L. G. Chase, who was in a 
chandlery store, which occupied a cor­ 
ner of the building, is missing and is 
■upposed to be buried in the ruins. 
Three colored men who were pass­ 
ing the building at the time were hit 
by bricks and pieces of mortar, and al­ 
so suffered burns from quantities of 
hot starch, which was sprinkled lib 
erally about the neighborhood. 
The 
exact ca*\°e of the explosion remains 
to be determined. In the room when 
the explosion occurred were the five 
workmen, Gomes, Dautt, Santos and 
two others knowm only as Tony and 
Mike. 
It is supposed that they were 
instantly killed and their bodies sub­ 
sequently incinerated by the fire. 
The property loss will probably not 
•xceed $100,000. 


RECEIVED BY ROOSEVELT. 


Delegates to Religious Educational As­ 
sociation Visit W hite House. 
Washington, Feb. 13.—Interest in 
the "work of the fifth general conven­ 
tion of the Religious Educational as­ 
sociation centered in a reception and 
an address to the delegates by the 
president of the United States at the 
W hite House, in which he declared 
that our material prosperity will avail 
hut. little unless it is built upon the 
superstructure of the higher moral 
and spiritual life. 
The real business before the second 
day’s session, which was held in the 
First Congregational church, was the 
reading of the annual reports of “sur­ 
veys” of the work of the association 
and of the progress in moral and re­ 
ligious education. 
Francis Greenwood Peabody, Har­ 
vard, Mass., was chosen president. 
The presentation of the survey work 
of the association for the past year 
was made by Henry F. Cope of Chica­ 
go, general secretary. 
The association has a membership 
of 1,934; 250 of whom have been added 
during the past year, 237 having been 
removed, either at their own request 
or because of long continued inac­ 
tivity and forty members having died. 
The financial condition of the associa­ 
tion was shown to be good. 


PROBABLY EXAGGERATED. 


Reports of Explosion at Santa Rosa 
M in in g Camp in Mexico. 
Douglas, Ariz., Feb. 13.—Reports of 
the explosion at the Santa Rosa min­ 
ing camp, eighteen miles south of here 
in Sonora, probably have been exag­ 
gerated. 
No one was injured when 
the two separate charges of dynamite 
were exploded, wrecking the commis­ 
sary and part of the boarding house. 
That all of the Americans in the camp 
were not killed or maimed, however, 
is due to the fact that the explosion 
occurred at a time when they were 
grouped some distance away. 
A half- 
burned fuse and a heavy charge of dy­ 
namite were found later under the 
house occupied by Foreman Ryan. The 
work is believed to be that of Mexi­ 
can anarchists, such as operated in 
Cananea. 
The Mexican government 
is making special efforts to ascertain 
the guilty ones. Mexican employes, 
about fifty in number, are under close 
surveillance. 
The Santa Rosa mine is owned by 
the Calumet and Arizona interests.

WITH A PAIR OF SCISSORS 


One of E van s’ Ships W ill Search for 
M issing American. 
Washington, Feb. 13.—A man by 
the name of Jeffs and whose home is 
said to have been in Connecticut, is 
believed to be stranded on one of the 
Galapagos or Tortoise islands, situat­ 
ed off the west coast of South Ameri­ 
ca. A prominent person from Connec­ 
ticut interested in Jeffs’ case has 
written to the department asking that 
one of the vessels of Admiral Evans’ 
fleet stop at the islands on their way 
from Callao, Peru, to Magdalena bay 
and make a search for him. Accord­ 
ing to the information at hand Jeffs is 
thought to be on the island of Santa 
Cruz, which also bears the name of 
Indefatigable, but delnite data about 
him is lacking. A request made here­ 
tofore that an American war vessel 
Beach for the man had to be refused 
because there were no ships in that 
part of the world. This time, how­ 
ever, one will stop and orders with 
that end in view will be given to Ad­ 
miral Evans before he leaves Caligo. 
Either a supply ship or the repair 
vessel accompanying the battleships 
will conduct the search. 
There is a 
lighthouse on one of the islands, which 
are said to be now nearly unpeopled.

St. Louis, Feb. 13.—After having 
searched for fifteen years for his miss­ 
ing son, Edward Wirtell, an aged man, 
wandered into the court of criminal 
carrection, attracted by having heard 
a prisoner’s name mentioned as Ed­ 
ward Wirtell, Jr., he made inquiries 
and was taken to the prisoner’s cage 
where he came face to face with his 
missing son, who was to be tried for 
burglary. 
“My God, it is my son!” exclaimed 
the aged father. 
“You are my son—” 
and he fell to the floor in a faint. 
He 
was tenderly carried out by a deputy 
sheriff and after being revived went 
sorrowfully away. The son had made 
no remark and showed no emotion. 


Minnesota City in Danger of Being 
Inundated. 
Winona, Mina., Feb. 13.—Minnesota 
City, six miles north of here, is 
threatened 
by a flood. The 
mild 
weather of the past few days has 
melted much snow. In the valleys of 
the bluffs surrounding the village im­ 
mense volumes of water have been 
pouring into the little stream which 
runs directly through the village.

Monday truly represented the senti­ 
ment of Hudson county, which they 
both represented, the state of New 
Jersey or the country. 
Replying, Mr. 
Leake reasserted his charge that Mr. 
Bryan did not represent the principles 
for which Democracy stood. 
Mr. Leake’s tone in referring to Mr. 
Bryan was so sarcastic that he was 
repeatedly applauded by the Republi­ 
cans. 


Adheres to H is Opinion. 
Mr. Leake said it was his honest 
opinion that his views reflected the 
sentiment of his district, his state and 
the country. 
There were, he said, 
certain principles of the Democratic 
party which had been departed from 
since 1896, and that in this year, when 
we sec an opportunity of victory, “we 
are still trusting our fortunes to the

INDIANS COMMIT SUICIDE. 


Sixteen Attempt Self-Destruction and 
Six Succeed. 
San Antonio, Tex., Feb. 13.—A spe­ 
cial to the Express from Mazatlan 
says; 
Sixteen Yaqui Indians deported from 
Sonora and en route to the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec and Yucatan, attempted 
to commit suicide by jumping into the 
ocean from the government transport 
when a short distance from this port. 
Boats were put out and ten of the 
number were hauled out of the water. 
The others were drowned. Those res­ 
cued declared they preferred death to 
serving on plantations or In the army 
In the Tierra Caliente or “hot coun­ 
try” of Mexico. 
It is reported from 
Sonora that there are now more than 
1,500 Yaquis under guard in that state 
awaiting deportation. 


EPIDEMIC OF TYPHOID. 


Three Persons Dead and Many Others 
Seriously III. 
Dayton, O., Feb. 13.—Three persons 
are dead and twenty others are dan­ 
gerously ill in the vicinity of West 
Manchester, O., with typhoid fever, an 
epidemic of which was caused by im­ 
pure water from an old well. The 
whole lieighorhood has been poisoned 
and other deaths are expected.

W'ell is located on a farm near the vil­ 
lage and was abandoned until recently.

Bureau of Identification Established by 
the Government. 
It Is doubtful If any of the labora­ 
tories maintained by the government 
for scientific research are more unique 
in character nnd yet bear promise of 
more important results than one which 
has recently been established In W ash­ 
ington by the United States forest serv­ 
ice for Investigating the structure of 
commercially important woods, says a 
bulletin of the forest service. 
Laymen 
will not understand the significance of 
the proposed investigations carried on 
in this laboratory so quickly as archi­ 
tects, builders and other wood users 
who in these days of growing scarcity 
of tlie more valuable woods are seri­ 
ously perplexed in identifying substi­ 
tutes. 
Mistakes of this kind in identi­ 
fication have in several instances meant 
the loss of thousands of dollars and 
many embarrassing lawsuits. 
Nearly any user of lumber can recog­ 
nize and name offhand all tbe usual 
trees of tbe forest when he sees them 
growing, and not much difficulty is 
encountered in identifying the com­ 
mon kind of lumber in a mill yard, be­ 
cause be knows the few trees from 
which the yard lumber comes. 
But 
common kinds are growing scarce, and 
woods not often cut heretofore are ap- i 
pearlng in tbe markets. The most ex -1 
perlenced men are sometimes puzzled 
when they try to Identify them, andi 
persons with less experience have still 
more trouble. Is a certain wood gum 
or elm? is another cucumber, linn oi ; 
poplar? Is a stick sugar maple or red i 
maple? Doubts may arise whether a 
piece is hemlock or spruce or whet hot ; 
it is lodgepole pine or fir or whether a 
shingle is cypress or cedar. A dealer 
may buy red oak nnd suspect that he ! 
is getting something else. 
There are i 
thirty or more important species oi j 
oak. Tin* best lumber dealer might not 
know which is which in the lumbei 
pile, or if he knows he might not know 
how to prove it. 
Many of these woods look alike, even 
to the trained eye of the mill man <*i 
the builder, and yet they are widely 
different in value for certain purposes, 
anil it is of the greatest importance to 
be able to distinguish them quickly 
and certainly. 
Again, a now wood 
may come to a m an’s notice for the 
first time, and it may be necessary for 
him to decide what it is and what it is 
worth. 
The government has been helping in­ 
dividual lumlier users for some time, 
but the facilities have not been near 
so complete as they are now. 
It is to 
meet such needs and answer such 
questious that the forest service has es­ 
tablished the laboratory and placed it j 
in charge of a trained dendrologist. 
Architects, lumbermen, manufacturers 
and makers of woodware are already 
sending in samples of wood for iden­ 
tification and asking if there are not 
some structural characters by means 
of which such woods may be con­ 
veniently separated for relative species 
having greater or less value for some , 
specific purpose. 
The laboratory will investigate in a! 
practical way. 
The structure of the | 
woods, sections lengthwise and cross­ 
wise, will lie studied so as to separate 
by structure alone the various species 
of a genus. 
Analytical keys to tbe 
trees of each group will be worked 
out. 
These will be based on the ar­ 
rangement and character of the pores 
discernible to the naked eye or by a 
hand lens. 
The results will be pub­ 
lished from time to time, with good il­ 
lustrations, nnd placed at the disposal 
of lumber users.

Bureau of Identification Established by 
the Government. 
It la doubtful if any of the labora­ 
tories maintained by the government 
for scientific research are more unique 
in character and yet bear promise of 
more important results than one which 
bas recently been established in Wash­ 
ington by the United States forest serv­ 
ice for investigating the structure of 
commercially important woods, says a 
bulletin of the forest service. 
Laymen 
will not understand the significance of 
the proposed investigations carried on 
in this laboratory so quickly as archi­ 
tects, builders and other wood users 
who in these days of growing scarcity 
of the more valuable woods are seri­ 
ously perplexed in identifying substi­ 
tutes. 
Mistakes of this kind in identi­ 
fication have in several instances meant 
the loss of thousands of dollars and 
many embarrassing lawsuits. 
Nearly any user of lumber can recog­ 
nize and name offhand all the usual 
trees of the forest when he sees them 
growing, and not much difficulty Is 
encountered in identifying the com­ 
mon kind of lumber in a mill yard, be­ 
cause he knows the few trees from 
W'hich the yard lumber comes. 
But 
common kinds are growing scarce, and 
woods not often cut heretofore are ap­ 
pearing in the markets. The most ex­ 
perienced men are sometimes puzzled 
when they try to Identify them, and 
persons with less experience have still 
more trouble. Is a certain wood gum 
or elm? Is another cucumber, lino OI j 
poplar? Is a stick sugar maple or red 
maple? Doubts may arise whether a 
piece is hemlock or spruce or whethei 
it is lodgepole pine or fir or whether a 
shingle is cypress or cedar. A dealer 
may buy red oak and suspect that he 
is getting something else. There are 
thirty or more important species ot 
oak. The best lumber dealer might not 
know which is which in the lurnbei 
pile, or if he knows he might not know 
how to prove it. 
Many of these woods look alike, even 
to the trained eye of the mill man oi 
the builder, and yet they are widely 
different in value for certain purposes, 
and it is of the greatest importance to 
be able to distinguish them quickly 
and certainly. 
Again, a new wood 
may come to a man’s notice for the 
first time, and it may be necessary for 
him to decide what it is and what It is 
w'orth. 
The government has been helping in­ 
dividual lumber users for some time, 
but the facilities have not been near 
so complete as they are now. 
It is to 
meet such needs and answer such 
questions that the forest service has es­ 
tablished the laboratory and placed it 
in charge of a trained dendrologist. 
Architects, lumbermen, manufacturers 
and makers of woodware are already 
sending in samples of wood for iden­ 
tification aud asking if there are not 
some structural characters by means 
of which such woods may be con­ 
veniently separated for relative species 
having greater or less value for some 
specific purpose. 
The laboratory will investigate in a 
practical way. 
The structure of the 
woods, sections lengthwise and cross­ 
wise, will be studied so as to separate 
by structure alone the various species 
of a genus. 
Analytical keys to the 
trees of each group will be worked 
out. 
These will be based on the ar­ 
rangement and character of the pores 
discernible to the naked eye or by a 
hand leus. 
The results will be pub­ 
lished from time to time, with good il­ 
lustrations, and placed at the disposal 
of lumber users.

been the custom for the state’s choice 
for president to name the four dele- 
gates-at-large and their alternates and 
that the custom should be adhered to 
this year. 
Governor Hughes thanked them and 
said he would take their suggestion 
into consideration and if he could do 
so consistently with his expressed at­ 
titude he would conform to their re­ 
quest. 
Timothy Woodruff, chairman of the 
Republican state committee, who said 
that he was certain that Governor 
Hughes would name the delegates, 
talked with the governor concerning 
the designation of the delegates.
